lutions. 
“ For this purpose the allies 
should freely open their national re­ 
sources to each other, and should re­ 
train from a preferential policy in 
the m atter of import duties, so far 
as the allies themselves 
are 
con­ 
cerned.” 
Then the resolutions express the 
belief that the allies should amend 
their treatm ent of 
goods 
exported 
from Japan. 
“ The treaties between Japan and 
England are not im partial,” the reso­ 
lutions read, “ in that there are fewer 
preferential tariffs on the other side 
than this. 
Such partiality should be 
corrected. Between Russia and Japan 
there are no preferential tariff a r­ 
rangements, therefore, these arrange­ 
ments should nowr be made. 
"Regarding the preferential tariffs 
between one of the allies and its 
Dominions, it is desirable <that no 
Power of the Allies should establish 
preferential tariffs with its Domin­ 
ions lest Japanese export trade be 
adversely affected.” 
The latter resolution evidently was 
voted with an eye to the preference 
extended to British goods by Canada 
and Australia. 
Following is a suggestion made by 
the congress to British chambers of 
commerce: 
“Japan and Great Britain are co­ 
operating to gain 
m utual 
benefits. 
The British trade orders should be 
carried out less r i g o r o u s , and the 
British chambers of commerce are 
asked to exert their influence to the 
cud th at only luxuries are included 
in the list of prohibited im ports.”

The chancellor faced members who 
have criticised him for his alleged 
failure to wage more energetic war 
on England and men who still advo­ 
cate a resumption of vigorous sub­ 
marine warfare. 
Supported by a re­ 
newed outburst of editorial opinion

He is known to. have enlisted the a p ­ 
proval of several diocesan conven­ 
tions, and will carry the movement.

acted in the past, 
through its W ashington representa­ 
tive. the Rev. Dr. ll. K. Carroll, to 
stren g th en the chaplaincy forces, if 
not actually

Carroll 
represents also 
the 
home mission 
boards in his W ashington office. 
The Y. M. C. A. work came into 
the arm y and navy during the Span­ 
ish war. Dwight L. Moody, William 
B. Miller and others were leaders in 
it. 
Since then th e work has grown 
into an arm y and navy branch of the 
association, w*hich has erected expen­ 
sive buildings at Newport, Fortress 
Monroe and o th er places. 
The asso­ 
ciation has been favored by govern­ 
m en t officers, th e present adm inis­ 
tration and the two preceding ones, 
and has put upon battleships welfare 
secretaries w*ho do work am ong men 
not unlike th at of association secre­ 
taries on land.
